of control to the man who really sold
cloth at 60 cents per yard above the
market, and the governor knows, Mr.

Morrow said, that his board knows
who sold the cloth and who collected
the money.

With this knowledge, Mr. Morrow
said, the governor refused to act. He
hesitates, ducks and dodges. He plaj--

for delay and asks for a "categorical
